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(57) Abstract: A beverage making device comprising a brewing chamber 
(5). The brewing chamber (5) is defined by an upper wall (4) with one or 
more holes (3) through which heated water can enter the brewing cham- 
ber (5), and by the wall of a first removable part having an edge that can 
abut against said upper wall (4) via first sealing means (19) in order to form 
the brewing chamber (5). The first removable part is provided with outlet 
means (8) for guiding brewed liquid out of the brewing chamber (5). There 
is a second removable part comprising means for guiding the heated wa- 
ter from said one or more holes (3) to outside the device, where the heated 
water can be caught in one or more cups. The second removable part is 
interchangeable with said first removable part. 
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
